BEXWOOD, W. Va., April 29.—No 


hope was held out today for rescue 
alive of the 110 miners entombed in 
the eBnwood mill mine of the Wheel- 
ing Steel corporation * twenty-four 
hours ago by a terrific gas explosion 
that tore down mine supports, let- 
ting

trapped men. 


Officials of the mine admitted that 


it would be a miracle should any 
miner be rescued alive. 


A small army of expert 
rescue 


workers, recruited from bureau of 
mine cars, and mines in -the vicinity 
of Benwood, were still groping their 
way thru the caverns of the earth 
today searching for the seventy-four 
men unaccounted for. 


While the rescue squads worked* 


i untiringly the entire population of 
' Benwood—4,773 men, women and 
children—huddled on a muddy hill- 
side outside the Benwood mine gate, 
hoping against hope as the hours 
passed 
by that • their 
loved ones- 


might have escaped death. 


Forty bodies had been removed 


from the mine at 9:30 a. m. 


Isaac M. Scott, president of the 


Wheeling Steel corporation, today 
issued a statement'say ing that 114 
men had entered the mine on Mon- 
day morning. 
This was the first 


time the exact number of men 
caught in the disaster was made 
known.

came from gas." Scott said. "We 
have no idea how the gas developed 
which caused the explosion."

The doctor made 
a spinal-cord puncture, cultivated the 
pus obtained there from—and found, 
to his astonishment, no meingitis 
bacilli at all. But he found another 
bacillus, a new, strange one he had 
never seen be-fore, and that no scien- 
tist who has examined it has ever 
seen before. 


He cultivated 
this new bacillus 


and shot it into rabbits, birds, cits 
and guinea pigs. They died of a 
malady that seemed a cross between 
bubonic plague and black cholesa, 
with touches of meningitis—a fearj 
ful disease unlike anything eve 
known.

It is difficult for anyone to be of 


assistance to such people in their 
desire to achieve popularity, and yet 
, I do believe there is a possible way 
of acquiring, or at least increasing, 
one's nutural charm. But it is en- 
tirely a thing that comes from the 
interior, in my opinion, and not the 
exterior.

I take exception to the person who 


says: "Women who attract men are 
the women who truly wish to be at- 
tractive." Attraction, in my opinion, 
comes much more from a frame of 
mind than any conscious effort or de- 
sire to b§ attractive. The truly at- 
tractive people in the world are gen- 
erally not thinking about it at all; 
they think about 
themselves very 


little. 


Perhaps the most attractive qual- 


ity anyone can have, and that is at 
the basis of charm, is a genuine and 
unaffected interest in others. It takes 
a very clever 
person to simulate 


this. They may be able to simulate 
it a very small part of the time, but 


that is all. 
This attitude ot mind, or Irarne ot 


mind, is what shines thru people's 
e>es anil niik.es you instinctively at- 
tracted to them. Our eyes are our 
mobt tell-tale leatures: we can raiely 
exort control over them. Have we 
not often had some woman give us. a 
beautiful smile and yet, upon look- 
ing into her eyes, felt repelled. 


I can hear someone arguing with 


me, pointing out examples of womeu 
who have been, 
peihaps, 
selfish, 


cold, uninterested in others, yet who 
have bad many men in love with 
them. This is quite true. All one cau 
say about such women is that they 
have charm, and consequently can 
have undesirable qualities and at- 
tract people in spite of them. 
But 


these are exceptions and have noth- 
ing to do with most ot us. 


Moreover, that strange thing "fall- 


ing in love" has really nothing to do 
with universal popularity, for there 
are women who have had many men 
madly m love with them for a cer- 
tain length of time, who generally 
are not attractive to or liked by the 
most of us 
From my 
observation, 
both in 


America and other cities, I am con- 
vinced that the quality back of most 
women's popularity is the quality ol 
genuine 
and natural 
interest in 


others. No conscious effort to be at- 
tractive will be long successful. 
It 


may have momentary success with 
new acquaintances but it cannot last.

Defense Makes Statement 


Halleck F. Rose made the opening 


statement for the defense. He said 
that in order to get a true picture of 
what occurred the jurors must turn 
back to the times and recall the cir- 
cumstances of the days of inflation. 
Mr. Dunn came into the bank as a 
minor officer when it was owned by 
Tom Auld. He had always lived a 
lite ot rectitude. Howey began as a 
dry goods clerk in 
the store of 


Ashby 
&. Millspaug in Lincoln in 


1885, later was a clerk in the State 
National, and when he took charge 
ot the First National at Beatrice was 
a bank examiner. In 1911 he pur- 
chased control of the City National. 


He said that the virile activities 


of Howey and Dunn made the bank 
one of the largest in the state, and 
many big patrons were attracted to 
it 


The banking regulations that do 


not permit the loan of more than 10 
per cent to a single firm or indivi- 
dual created some embarassment, 
as they were up against the compe- 
tition of the First National, which 
could loan $100,000 to their $40,000 
and 
then 
?60,000. At that time, 


Dunn was worth three-quarters of a 
million and Howey half a million. 


Being zealous to maintain the pa- 


tronage of the 
bank and to hold 


customers like the Beatrice Cream- 
ery company by giving them the 
loans they demanded, Howey and 
Dunn pledged their personal credit, 
and in this way took care of tie ex- 
cess loans. They made out the notes 
as they did and they supposed that 
no liability attached to the bank, al- 
tho what they did was to take care 
of its business. 


Mr. Rose said that it is true that 


in htis way large loans were made 
to tb.6 Hebb Motors company. The 
&uto and truck business was a le- 
gitimate industry. Hebb individually 
had a business worth $100,000 when 
he put it into the Motors company. 
Over a million and quarter of stock 
was sold and the proceeds went into 
the 
erection and 
equipment 
of a 


large building. The credit the com- 
pany was credited to which it was 
entitled on its statements. The ex- 
cess loans made to them were on the 
personal credit of Howey and Dunn, 
and the practice they followed is a 
common one among banks, he said. 
He named the Omaha National as 
one that had loaned heavily to the 
Hebb company. 


The same thing, he said, was true 


of the aircraft industry. It was a 
legitimate business, with what seem- 
ed an assured future. The company 
was to get planes that had cost the 
government three million dollars for 
$280,000. It was to get a good cus- 
tomer for the bank that Howey and 
Dunn did what they did. The loan 
was legitimate because the company 
had sales contracts for 108 planes. 


Then came deflation, the same 


thing happened to these industries 
as happened to farmers who bor- 
rowed on their own holdings to buy 
$300 land tha tslumped later to $150 
land. The government banned auto 
paper with banks. There was. a 
great contraction of credits and val- 
ues and forced liquidation followed. 
People needed the money they had 
in the banks, and in this bank de- 
posits went down from $8,000,000 to 
$3.000.000. 
This meant decreased 


power of credit for it- 


Mr. Rose said the evidence would 


show that neither Howey nor Dunn 
ever overdrew their accounts, that 
they never took a cent out of the 
bank, an that they did nothing 
wrong at any time. He took up the 
various counts. He said their -ac- 
countant could not find the record 
of several of the transactions that it 
was charged had been done to de- 
fraud the. bank and that in none of 
them was any money drawn out of 
the bank. 


The Conservative Inrestment com- 


pany was organized, he said, to han-: 
die some real estate in Red Willow 
county that Mr. Auld had taken in 
for the bank before Howey and Dunn 
had control, and which the con- 
troller insisted be taken out of the 
bank.

£ federal prison at Atlanta, Ga., Thurs-1 
»«day by a United States marshal. - 
;'•' 
With these events the curtain will 


£fall upon the final act in the turbu- 
Mient administration of Governor Mc- 
v Cray. 


Chances of appeal in the federal 


court case were regarded as slight. 


Governor McCray is expected to 


abide by his statement to .republican 
-leaders last fall that he would resign 
in the event he was convicted with- 
out standing upon Ms right to 
appeal. 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 
29.—War- 


ren T. McCray, governor of Indiana, 
was a prisoner in the bull pen of 
"federal row" at the Marlon county 
jail today. 


Heart broken and stunned by the 


verdict of the jury in federal court 
finding him guilty of fraudulent use 
of the mails, the governor was or- 
dered to jail last night by Judge An- 
derson to await sentence Wednesday 
morning. 


The governor spent the night in a 


room with eighty-four other prison- 
ers. 


From the moment he heard the 


reading of the verdict until the pris- 
on doors closed 'behind him shortly 
before 10 p. m. McCray refused to 
make' any comment on the case, or 
to indicate whether he would resign 
from the governorship. 


Amonc his friends, ' however, it 


was reliably reported that he would 
voluntarily, quit his office and turn 
the reina of government over to 
Emmett F. Branch, of Martinsville, 
lieutenant governor. 


It was stated on good authority 


that McCray would take no appeal 
from the decision of the jury in the 
United States district court here. 


The. case was given to the Jury at 


6:18 last night and thirteen minutes 
later the jury filed back into the 
court room with the verdict. 
The 


verdict was reached on the first 
ballot. 


With no visible signs of emotion, 


McCray heard the reading of the 
verdict He appeared dazed and un- 
able to comprehend the signilcance 
of the words. 


Later in the office of United States 


Marshal Meridith the spirit that had 
carried him through his trials broke 
and he wept. 


McCray was found guilty on an in-

If we look Intt the acts that they are performing we shah find that most 


or their services are calculated in turn to produce more contracts. That Is 
manifestly what the sales force is there for, as every sale represents a con- 
tract. A moment's reflection will show that a treat many of the other serv- 
ices Indirectly contribute to the same end, because'the arranging of goods to 
the best advantage, the dressing of windows, advertising, the offering of 
service ID connection "Vitb sales, the furnishing of comforts and conveniences 
to shoppers, the giving of such Inducements as trading stamps and credit. 
all converge In the promotion of sales contracts. Thus the making of con- 
tracts in a highly organized modern establishment resembles the making of 
automobiles or wash tubs or pins in this Important respect: the process Is 
split up Into minute parts so that th« production of a finished result is de- 
pendent on the co-operation of a good many hands, no one of which can be 
said to have produced the result alone. 


If now we go behind the scenes into the offices we shall find many other 


varieties of contracts i,j operation. The store must get through contracts 
the goods .which it offers for sale, the floor space which it occupies, the 
advertising space in the newspapers and other media, the equipment which 
it uses, and last but not least the money with which to finance Its enter-' 
prises. 
Furthermore, th* store must purchase various types of service that 


cannot be conveniently furnished within its own organization, such as legal 
services. Insurance and, to some extent, accounting and advertising skill. 
It is largely a question of business policy, depending in a measure on the 
size of the store, whether it should employ specialists regularly or whether 
it should call in outside organizations to perform such services as carpenter 
work, window washing, window dressing, advertisemeni writing and a. thou- 
sand others, but we must remember that in any event, unless the pro- 
prietor himself performs the service. It Is acquired through dbntract: a con- 
tract of employment or a contract for services. 


We must not limit our survey of the store to its contract-making proc- 


esses. 
It must provide adequately for the performance of contracts—It 


must "deliver the goods." 
Furthermore, it must pay attention to the en- 


forcement of its contracts by adequately recording Its transactions, collecting 
its bills, exercising Its legal rights of holding goods on which it has a lien 
until it is paid, and perhaps it must make special stipulations to see that 
collection will eventually be simplified If unforeseen difficulties arise. Then, 
as all of these thousands of contracts cannot be expected to work out with- 
out a hitch. It must provide some scheme for the adjustment of difficulties 
I<or its own protection it mus provide some system of inspection or cheek-up 
on the commodities and services It receives to make sure that It Is getting 
what it contracts for. 
,

You have probably not been in the habit of thinking of a department 


store or newspaper office or factory building as the home of thousands of 
contracts. That is because the system works well. lou do n»t think of 
the husdreds of bones and the mile's of tubes and muscles in your body so 
long as they function properly. 
Some knowledge of these parts Is necessary 


as a basis for right living, and a similar knowledge of the legal anatomy of 
a business Is necessary for legal hygiene. It will be convenient to study 'this 
anatomy of business by concentrating attention first on tht relation between 
the house and its customers and then on the relation between the house and 
its sources of the things and services which it furnishes. Sales (Lesson IT ) 
and Services (Lesson III.) will cover the relations of the business house and 
wL?. ,TerS' ^mplo.ynl«5nt <Less<» IV-). Finance (Lesson V.) and Real 
Ehtate (Lesson VI.) will, together with reference back to the subjects of the 
flrst two lessons as to which the house is a buyer as well as a seller, cover

In the Baring garage they found 


one pound of cyanide of potassium. 
In an unused fish bowl in the cellar 
vras found a vial of diphtheria bac- 
cllli. In a trunk they found some 
broken test tubes, in a sugar bowl 
traces of arsenic. 


All the while, pacing his cell ner- 


vously, apparently on the verge of a 
mental breakdown, Baring mutters 
his confession.

"I didn't mean to hurt her. I 


didn't give her anythinf" I wouldn't 
take myself. I don't know why I 


did il. The doctors didn't help her. 
She wouldn't let mt> come near her. 


"I wanted to break off with the 


other women 
I wanted to make my 


wife very sick so that she'd go to 
California and I could gel rid of the 
other woman and then go out and 
make my wife well aguiu."

Jersey 
school 
teacher, 
younger 


than Baring's wife, who is seven 
>ears 
his senior. And the story 


which Mrs. Baring reluctantly told 
the authorities declared it was for 
love of this younger woman that the 
prisoner sought his wife's death. He 
is alleged to c have attempted to 
obtain possession of his wife's will, 
which would have left him J200.000. 
Baring made 510,000 a year as repre- 
sentative of a Minneapolis concern.

PRING and early Summer—with the changing 
weather of these periods—are critical times 
for those persons who suffer from malaria. 


The history of malaria is very interesting. 
In 


1753 a treatise was written by Torti in which he 
described tliis disease. It was believed to be caused 
by the putrefied air of swampy places. 
So they 


took the Italian word "mal," meaning bad, plus 
the, word "aria," or air, and called this affection 
"malaria." 


In the fifth century Hippocrates had referred to 


this disease as tertian, or quartan fever, indication its return every 
third or fourth day. He isolated it from other fevers by proving it 
responded to quinine — "anchona," 
as the drug is known. 


Science in its progress has found 


that the malarial infection is carried 
by the mosquito. The anopheles is 
the particular enemy. This is not 
the mosquito usually found in the 
Summer. You can distinguish ano- 
pheles from the common mosquito 
by- its attitude of body. It rests 
with the body at right angles to the 
surface, as if sticking its hips into 
the air. 


No matter what type of malaria 


you may have, the onset is usually 
the same. It begins with a chill, 
usually very suddenly. This chill 
may be slight or it may be so severe 
as to cause a severe shaking of the 
entire body. The teeth chatter, the 
lips are blue and it is almost im- 
possible to warm the sufferer. 
This is followed by fever and by 
profuse sweating. In children this 
stage may be accompanied by con- 
vulsions. Usually during the attack 
there are headache, nausea, redness 
of the eyes, cold sores and of icourse 
increase in pulse and respiration? 
As I have said, these attacks oc- 
cur every second, third or fourth 
day or even every twenty-four hours. 
Quinine is the remedy for use in 
malaria. 
The doctor, will regulate 
the amount to be taken. 


Any swampy places or places 
where water is stagnant should be 
drained to prevent the breeding of j 
mosquitoes.

Sandhill Region Eeports Much 


Good Hay Land Temporarily 


Worthless for Taxation. 


State Tax Commissioner W. H. 


Smith has received information in- 
dicating some loss of property values 
for taxation in the lake region in 
northwestern 
Nebraska on account 


of the gradual increase in the depth 
of water in lakes. In Merrill county 
where water was eight feet deep 
twenty years ago it is now fourteen 
feet. The county and local_assessors 
assess beds 'of lakes once dry but 
filled with water, but they make de- 
ductions on account of the destruc- 
tion of Bay lands. 
In the grazing 


region hay land is valuable. 
. It is alleged these lakes are sub- 
ject to gradual change and that a 
complete change takes place in a 
cycle of twenty years. The lakes now 
contain more water than was erer 
known. It is expected that in time 
they will again be dry and produce 
good hay. The lands are. therefore 
carried on the assessors books, but 
at a reduced value.

Coming Events in Stocks. 


NEW YORK, April 29.— Of all the bills 
proposed in the present session for the re- 
lief of the agricultural situation, the latest 
attempt at solving this vexatious' problem 
seems to have attracted a greater amount 
of favor than any of its predecessors. The 
McNary-Haugen bill, is said to be viewed 
with approval by many of our represent- 
atives in Washington. Upon analysis how- 
ever, benevolent the intention of its fram- 
ers may be, it will be found to encumpass 
a greater number of economic fallacies 
than any one or all of the rest of the 
proposed bills put together. To confer the
